fiege him in ‘his houfe; therefore he marcht out to 
meete with thent, and kaving met withtherh ina nar- 
row paflage, which went to is houfe,a Rock being on 


one fide, anda River ow the other fides he placed his 


horfé in the Eront; where began a very {mart fight be- - 
tweene them 5 but the Rebels fill preft ro gainethe 
paflage to his houfes which they with much adce gai 
ned; fo that by that meaznes,the Lord Afoorves Horfe - 
could ffand ‘him in ‘ne ftead; neither was he able to. 
charge'them any more with his foot s fo that he was 
for& to march to a City three niles of. | 
The number of the Rebels flame in this fight, was: 
three hundreds the number of the otherfide flaine,was. 
forty; then the Rebels entred the Lord AZoares houfe, 
and tooke all rhat they found in it, and killed up all his- 
Cattells and pillaged his Ternants heufes,and deftroy- - 
ed alltheir Cattell round about. == 
The chiefe Commander ofthe Rebels is,Sir Patrick. 
Oneal, the high Sheriffe of a County in Zreland, who, 
with the other Rebels publithed many. declarationsiin 
writing tothis-cffec&; That they were not a conquered 
Nerion, nor would not live under the Lawes,that have - 
now of late beetic enacted; and they would havea free

had now cafe to fare, would be much ftraitned, if 
hot utterly taken away: therefote it. is high time to 
ftirre, fince it is of fogreara confequences therefore
